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THREE heroic police officers 
saved a woman’s life by clinging 
on to her for 30 minutes as she 
tried to throw herself off a bridge. 

The officers were called into 
action after a 19-year-old woman 
climbed over the railings of the 
footbridge above Wratting Road, 
Haverhill, near to the new Tesco 
store. 

When Pcs Kelly Waggett and Matthew 
Dale arrived at the scene, they discovered a 
friend of the suicidal woman had also 
climbed over the barrier and was pinning 
her against the railings using his body 

PCSO Christopher Strahm, who arrived 
minutes later, said: “It was a double worry 
because the man was on the outside of the 
woman and holding her against the railings - 
we could have had two fatalities. 

“My colleagues grabbed hold of her arms 
through the railings and I reached through to 
grab her round the waist. 

“The member of the public was able to 
climb back and we held the woman against 
the railings for about half an hour until the 
fire service could get up to her using ladders. 

“Her feet were perched on a narrow ledge 
and she would occasionally step off, which 
meant we had to support her full weight for 
several minutes at a time.

Personnel manager Helen 
Grace said it had been a hectic 
day, with the store’s 600-space car 
park full throughout the day. 

She said: “There were queues 
winding back when we opened 
the doors and it’s been as busy as 
Christmas for the entire day. 

“Our staff have been training in 
stores in Sudbury and Bury St 
Edmunds in the past few weeks, 
so we were ready, but it’s still a 
massive operation.

“My main concern was that we didn’t let 
her fall - we had to hang on the best we 
could. 

“It was tiring, but you didn’t notice until 
the event was over.” 

Inspector Andrew Mason, from 
Haverhill police station, said he would be 
putting forward the three officers for a 
commendation for their bravery 
throughout the incident, which took place 
on Wednesday, at 9pm. 

He said: “We would normally try to talk 
someone down, but a member of the 
public already had hold of her, so it forced 
the decision - they made the right call. 

“I am immensely proud of my officers’ 
brave actions. To hold on to someone on 
the wrong side of a bridge for half-an-hour 
is physically and emotionally draining - 
they undoubtedly saved this woman’s life.” 

The 19-year-old has been detained 
under the Mental Health Act and is now 
undergoing treatment.

POLICE have seized 12 
motorcycles from bikers 
caught riding illegally in a 
Haverhill park. 

The vehicles were confiscated 
from youths found riding in 
Puddlebrook playing fields, which 
has been blighted by the noisy 
and unsafe machines driven by 
youths not wearing crash helmets. 

Inspector Andrew Mason, from 
Haverhill police station, said: “We 
were getting about 30 telephone 
calls a week reporting young 
people driving unlicensed and 
unroadworthy motorbikes. 

“This is an area for families, 
where children like to play and 
these bikes are not permitted to 
ride there. 

“Fishermen were also annoyed 
by these bikers as it disturbs 
Puddlebrook’s peaceful atmos¬ 
phere. 

“It is quite hard to catch these 
offenders because they move very 
quickly and there are many exits 
to the playing fields. 

“However, using targeted pat¬ 
rols, we were able to stop several 
motorcyclists, who were then 


questioned.” 

The bikes - which include one 
full-size trail bike, five mopeds 
and six mini-mopeds - have been 
impounded at Haverhill police 
station and are set to be crushed. 

Inspector Mason added that the 
riders will be prosecuted, however 
much of their work will be 
focused on supporting the 
parents of the offenders. 

He said: “We will be educating 
the parents, who often had no 
idea of where their children were.” 

Barriers preventing motorbikes 
from entering the playing fields 
have recently been installed by St 


Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
which has spent thousands of 
pounds to improve play equip¬ 
ment at the park. 

Under the Road Traffic Act, any 
motorised vehicle is subject to the 
same rules and regulations as cars 
- including insurance, MoT and 
tax. 

They cannot be used on public 
highways or land without tax and 
insurance - and the rider must 
wear an appropriate helmet. 

Police have the power to issue a 
fixed penalty ticket, or seize a bike 
which is being used illegally.

Five arrested in 
curry house raid 


AN Indian restaurant faces a fine 
of up to £50,000 after five work¬ 
ers were arrested in a raid by 
immigration officials. 

The Raj Mahal, in High Street, 
Haverhill, was visited by UK Border 
Agency officers on Sunday shortly after 
2pm following a tip-off from a member 
of the public. 

The agency says five of the six staff at 
the time were found to be working 
illegally - a 43-year-old visa overstayer, a 
24-year-old visa overstayer, a 32-year-old 
illegal entrant, a 23-year-old working in 
breach of his student visa and a 33-year- 
old illegal entrant. 

All five men remain in custody 
awaiting deportation to Bangladesh. 

The popular curry house could now 
face a fine of up to £10,000 per emp¬ 
loyee, unless it can prove that the correct 
checks were carried out. 

However, manager Abab Miah says

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four of the five men were simply dining 
in his restaurant. He said he is missing 
one member of staff, a 23-year-old 
student, who began work as a waiter a 
few weeks ago. 

He said: “He came in a few weeks ago 
and he showed me his national insur¬ 
ance number and passport, which I 
passed on to my accountant who deals 
with these things. 

“He is the only one who is missing 
from my normal team of seven. It’s 
business as usual here otherwise. 

“I wasn’t here at the time when they 
arrived, but I’ve been told they took lots 
of people away. 

“I haven’t heard anything from the 
authorities since, so I don’t know what’s 
going on. 


“I have records going back 11 years 
and all my staff have national insurance 
numbers and pay tax. I’ve kept all my 
records with my accountant since we 
started in business.” 

However, Mr Miah could fall foul of 
the same rules which saw the Attorney 
General Baroness Scotland fined £5,000 
for failing to keep a copy of her house¬ 
keeper’s passport. 

Chief immigration officer lack Davis 
said: “We are happy to help businesses 
ensure the right pre-employment checks 
are carried out, but those intent on 
breaking the law should be warned that 
they will be found and they will be 
punished.” 

A tough civil penalty system was 
brought in last year to tackle gang- 
masters who exploit illegal immigrants, 
with fines of up to £10,000 for each 
illegal worker employed by a business.

TWO ILLEGAL 
immigrants accused of 
operating a cannabis 
factory in a house in 
Haverhill have been 
remanded in custody 
so that their case can 
be committed to 
Crown Court. 

Shuai Yang, aged 21, 
of Milton Road, 
Cambridge, and Long 
Lin, aged 34, of 
Dunlace Road, London, 
appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court last Thursday, to 
face charges of being 
concerned in the 
production of 
cannabis. 

Magistrates agreed to 
adjourn the case until 
October 22 so that 
committal papers can 
be prepared for the 
case to be sent to 
Ipswich Crown Court.

Crackdown on ram-raiders 


A RISE in ram-raids during 
the winter months has led to 
a police crackdown across 
three counties. 

Businesses are being warned of 
an expected increase in smash and 
grabs ahead of a major joint police 
force operation to tackle the crime. 

Cambridgeshire police has 
teamed up with the Norfolk and 
Suffolk forces to launch a scheme 
to cut down the number of armed 


raids on post offices and raids on 
cash machines, as the nights draw 
in. 

Operation Arctic will start at the 
end of the month to coincide with 
the clocks going back an hour at 
the end of British Summertime. 

Cambridgeshire police said post 
offices and late-night stores were 
an easier target for robbers using 
the cover of darkness. 

Hundreds of shops and 


businesses will be visited by crime 
prevention officers in the coming 
weeks and police patrols will also 
be increased across the county. 

Shirley Simpson, crime reduction 
manager for Cambridgeshire 
police, said: “Post office robberies 
and ATM ram-raids can be a 
seasonal crime. 

“Experience has shown that 
when winter nights come and it 
gets darker earlier, criminals use it 
as a chance to prey on stores. 


“We want to raise awareness of 
this crime. We will provide shop 
managers with information and 
security advice to deter these 
people and keep themselves, their 
customers and their business safe.” 

Police are also urging the public 
to report any suspicious activity 
near to stores or post offices.

car compensation

HIGHWAY bosses re¬ 
fused to compensate a 
motorist whose car had 
to have repairs costing 
more than £800 after it 
struck a pothole. 

The rear nearside wheel of 
John Allan’s BMW 520 was 
wrecked after the impact on 
Six Mile Bottom Road near 
West Wratting, and both 
nearside tyres were punct¬ 
ured. 


The 51-year-old sales rep¬ 
resentative is now consider¬ 
ing legal action in a bid to get 
his £821 bill paid. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council insists it did every¬ 
thing reasonable to prevent 
the defect, even though the 
road had not been inspected 
for 11 months. 

The last inspection before 
the accident, which happ¬ 
ened on May 17, was on lune 
25 the previous year. 

Father-of-two Mr Allan, 
who lives in West Wickham 
Road, Balsham, said: “I’m not 
surprised if the pothole 
wasn’t there at the last insp¬ 
ection if it was 11 months 
ago. 

“I’m not blaming the 
council for the pothole, I’m 
just saying that once a year 
isn’t the proactive service we 
are told we are getting. 

“If a car is knackered by a 
pothole, they should pay up.”

Earlier this month it was 
revealed how planning 
consultant fames Quinlan 
had taken the council to 
court over its refusal to 
compensate him for his £802 
repair bill - and won. 

Mr Quinlan criticised 
highways chiefs for inflating 
the bill to taxpayers by 
contesting the claim after the 
pothole strike near his home 
in Thriplow last November. 

Mr Allan was told his car 
was not safe to drive after he 


went over the pothole, which 
he described as being a yard 
long. 

It was not present at the 
inspection 11 months 
previously but was repaired 
the day after Mr Allan 
reported it. 

He added: “I will probably 
go down the legal route 
because having seen what 
other people have achieved, I 
am prepared to do it.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, the 
council’s highways boss, said 


the law recognised repair 
teams “cannot be every¬ 
where”. 

He said: “We do make 
regular inspections required 
to fulfil our duties under the 
Highways Act. However, 
within the budget given to us 
by the Government, we are 
not able to inspect routes any 
more frequently than we do. 

“We have pothole teams 
operating around the county 
repairing defects.”

Complaints against county 
police force Jumps by 11 pc 


COMPLAINTS against 
Cambridgeshire police 
have risen by 11 per cent in 
the last year, according to 
new figures. 

A report by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) recorded the increase in 
2008/2009 compared to the 
previous year. 

The national average was an 8 
per cent rise. 

According to the report, acc¬ 
usations of “incivility, impolite¬ 
ness and intolerance” among 
officers rose by 27 per cent in 
2008/9 from the previous year. 

The average for forces in 
England and Wales was a 21 per 
cent increase. 

And comparing 2008/9 with 
2003/4, complaints have

rocketed by 155 per cent in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The national average was 97 
per cent. 

Accusations of neglect or 
failure in duty rose by 26 per cent 
in 2008/9 compared with the 
previous year, two points above 
the average, while complaints 
that officers assaulted members 
of the public were up by 12 per 
cent - a point below the national 
average. 

Discriminatory behaviour rose 
by just 1 per cent, 2 per cent 
below the average for other 
forces. 

Force chiefs insist the general 
increase “trend” is due to 


improved recording of 
complaints and greater publicity 
of the ways in which people can 
make a complaint. 

The 11 per cent increase over 
the past year amounts to 40 
more cases. 

And some 89 per cent of 
complaints in 08/09 were 
unsubstantiated, putting the 
force in line with others 
nationally, but second highest in 
the group of most similar forces 
in size. 

A Cambridgeshire police 
spokesman said: “We continue to 
look at ways in which the service 
we offer the public can be 
improved and the force has 
invested a great deal in this work. 

“The complaints process is an 
important part of this work and 


we welcome and encourage both 
good and bad feedback so 
changes can be made if 
necessary. 

“The IPCC report merits close 
consideration and we echo the 
chairman’s comments that it is 
unacceptable for officers to be 
rude to the public.” 

IPCC chairman Nick Hardwick 
said: “At a time when politicians 
and the police are debating 
public confidence in the police 
and how to make them more 
accountable, these complaint 
figures give a strong indication of 
what the public want sorted out. 

“Complaints about rude and 
late officers consistently top 
complaint categories and work 
to address this can have a 
positive impact.”

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Car company crash launched 
new life on board a river boat

S ITTING in the 
middle of the 
floor, on the 
patch of bare carpet 
where her bed used 
to be, Marie Browne 
burst into tears. 
Clutching a pair of 
bin bags full of 
beautiful shoes - 
including her 
beloved fimmy 
Choos - she realised 
that her life, at least 
as she knew it, was 
well and truly over. 

“That was the last 
straw/’ admits the mum- 
of-three. “We were losing 
everything: our house, 
our cars, our whole way of 
life. And now my husband 
was going to put my 
Jimmy Choos on a skip! 

“I remember seeing 
him coming down the 
stairs with die bin bags 
and spotting some high 
heels sticking out. I have a 
thing about shoes; it just 
seemed so appalling. So I 
took them off him, went 
upstairs, sat on my 
invisible bed and burst 
into tears...” 

When MG Rover went 
bust, back in 2005, Marie 
and her family were left 
on the brink of 
bankruptcy. She and 
Geoff, her husband, ran 
an IT support service for 
the car manufacturer;

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when the company 
collapsed, it took their 
livelihood with it - and 
landed them with 
thousands of pounds 
worth of debts. 

“There was no money 
coming in and no 
prospect of money 
coming in,” remembers 
Marie. “That’s an evil 
feeling.” 

Forced to sell almost 
everything they owned, 
the Brownes started 
looking for somewhere 
cheap to live. What they 
found was Happy Go 
Lucky, a dilapidated 
houseboat. 

Marie has just written a 
memoir about the 
family’s experience; called 
Narrow Margins, it’s 
already winning rave 
reviews (author Melanie 
Whitehouse called it 
“brave, funny and 
inspirational”). 

“Everything that could 
go wrong did go wrong,” 
laughs Marie. “But if you 
don’t have any disasters, 
you don’t learn to 
appreciate all the good 
things in life, do you?” 

Before the demise of 
Rover, Marie’s family was 
living a pretty idyllic life. 
Thanks to the success of 
their IT company, the 
Brownes owned a 
stunning thatched 


cottage which, dating 
from the 14th century, 
had four bedrooms and a 
vast garden. 

“We had staff so we 
didn’t even have to go into 
Rover any more,” explains 
Marie. “I’d had two years 
at home with the kids, 


just working part-time in 
a friend’s New Age shop. 
We had the house, two 
new cars, a couple of 
foreign holidays every 
year... It was what a lot 
of people would consider 
a lovely lifestyle.” 

When the letter arrived 


- announcing the end of 
MG Rover - Marie says it 
was “sickening”. “We were 
due to get a cheque that 
morning; we were paid 
every three months,” she 
explains. “I couldn’t take it 
in: Geoff had to keep 
saying, over and over, ‘No, 


it’s not a mistake. That’s it 
- they’re gone’. 

“The first few hours 
after we opened the letter 
are just a complete blank. 
And then I suddenly got 
this feeling like a cold 
hand around my heart. 

“Our overdraft was up 


to its limit; we couldn’t 
even pay the staff. And 
there was no prospect of 
redemption.” 

It was, continues Marie, 
about two weeks before 
she and Geoff could even 
contemplate a plan of 
action. They had gone 
from earning up to £600 a 
day to earning nothing. 
Their overdraft was at its 
limit and they had a 
mortgage of £250,000. 

The Government had, 
Marie adds, put some 
rescue schemes in place 
to help businesses 
affected by Rover’s 
collapse. But, being a 
service provider, the 
Brownes’ company wasn’t 
eligible. 

“I was worried about all 
kinds of things, silly 
things,” remembers 
Marie. “I was worried 
about things like my 
daughter’s clarinet 
lessons and what the 
neighbours would think.” 

The Brownes had two 
options: declare 
themselves bankrupt or 
sell everything they could 
and see what was left. 
Deciding to go with the 
latter option, Marie says it 
gave her plenty of 
sleepless nights. 

“Things were just going 
round and round in my 
head,” she explains. “One 
night I gave in, got up and 
turned on the computer - 
and found an email from 
some friends who live on

a narrow boat. That was 
my ‘Eureka!’ moment.” 

Persuading her 
husband and kids to 
relocate to the river was, 
adds Marie, a tough sell. 
“Never mind the fact none 
of us had been on a boat 
before, to me it seemed 
like our get-out-of-j ail- 
free card,” she says. “For 
the first time there was a 
chink of light at the end of 
the tunnel. It could have 
been an oncoming train, 
of course...” 

So the search for a boat 
began. It wasn’t easy: 
boats with all mod-cons 
were out of their price 
range; cheap boats were 
uninhabitable. With three 
kids-Amelia, 18, Charlie, 
11, and 5-year-old Sam - 
space was an issue too. 

And then Marie found 
Happy. “I ruled her out to 
start with because she was 
a strange shape and, erm, 
very unloved,” she admits, 
with a laugh. “I’ll never 
forget going to see her for 
the first time. Sam and 
Geoff were so excited but I 
couldn’t get past the 
kitchen. 

“It was covered in 1970s 
lino, the cupboards were 
hanging off and the whole 
place was covered in a 
thick layer of grease and 
dust. I made it into the 
dining room, sat down on 
the sofa and a huge cloud 
of dust exploded around 
me. And then the curtains 
fell off the wall. 

“It was like a floating 
coffin with a cholera farm 
on board. But what could I 
say? It had been my idea.” 

Selling off their home, 
cars and most of their 
possessions, the Brownes 
bought Happy for £32,000. 
That left them just enough 
savings to live on for a few 
months while they sorted 
themselves out. 

Unconvinced about the 
merits of boat life, Marie’s 
eldest, Amelia, opted to 
move in with friends. Her 
younger daughter, 

Charlie, was living with 
her father. So that just left 
Marie, Geoff, their little 
son, Sam, and Herbert, 
their old and toothless 
terrier, to move onto 
Happy. 

Deciding to move the 


boat from Rugby to 
Cambridge, the family 
spent three weeks 
travelling. In that time 
they had several crashes; 
at one point the boat 
spent four hours wedged 
broadside across the river. 
Marie was chased by 
wasps. And Geoff almost 
drowned. 

“Every time I phoned 
my mum we’d had 
another disaster,” laughs 
Marie. “She said I should 
write a book and that’s 
how it started really. I kept 
a diary while we were 
travelling and I found it 
quite cathartic, writing 
about how I felt.” 

The book is, she adds, 
far from a ‘misery 
memoir’: like its author, 
Narrow Margins is full of 
fun. 

Marie says she can 
clearly remember the 
moment when she started 
to warm to her new life; 
up until that point, she 
freely admits hating every 
second. 

“I was with my best 
friend one night and we 
got very, very drunk,” 
recounts Marie. “I was 
wallowing in self-pity 
about the yukkiness of it 
all and she said ‘What are 
you doing tomorrow? I’m 
at work. My partner’s at 
work. Most of the country 
will be at work. The sun’s 
shining and you’ve got 
nowhere to be and 
nobody to answer to. 
What’s your problem?’ I 
said ‘Well, it’s... er... 
yeah... Actually, this is 
really good!” 

With the aid of “a few 
boxes of Dettox”, a great 
deal of elbow grease and 
some help from their new 
neighbours on the Cam, 
Marie and Geoff started to 
transform Happy Go 
Lucky from a filthy former 
floating hotel to a clean 
and cosy family home. 

As well as doing a lot of 
building work, they had to 
master the onboard 
sanitation system - which 
involved moving a vast 
steel pump-out tank, 
weighing a third of a ton. 
That’s where their 
neighbours came in; even 
complete strangers 
offered to help. “Live- 


aboards are a totally 
different breed,” adds 
Marie. “They’re 
wonderful.” 

Charlie moved in and 
all was well, even if money 
was tight. “For a couple of 
weeks we had £120 to live 
on,” Marie admits. “It’s 
almost impossible to feed 
a family of four on that.” 

Although Geoff had 
been job-hunting, he’d 
had no luck. Over 40, 
Marie says he was deemed 
“too old” by the IT 
industry. 

Geoff wanted to retrain 
as an electrician, but the 
training alone cost 
thousands. So he and 
Marie decided to sell 
Happy on at a profit - and 
move into a rented house. 

“I was more heart¬ 
broken to leave her than I 
was to move onto her in 
the first place,” says Marie. 
“I especially loved the 
bathroom: there’s 
something very decadent 
about lying in a hot bath 
with half a bottle of red 
wine and a box of 
chocolates while travelling 
up the river.” 

Moving back on to terra 
firma was, adds Marie, a 
wrench for the whole 
family. “I was beside 
myself,” she says. “I spent 
days watching TV with the 
curtains closed...” 

After a family summit, 
which resulted in an 
unanimous vote to buy 
another boat, they found 
Min: moored in Happy’s 
old spot, on the river in 
Stretham, she is “an even 
bigger wreck than Happy - 
but at least we know what 
we’re doing this time”. 

With Narrow Margins 
on bookshelves across the 
country and two more 
memoirs on the way (one 
a sequel, the other 
inspired by the New Age 
shop where she worked 
part-time), Marie says she 
is happier now than ever. 

“I don’t think you can 
go through something like 
this without it changing 
you,” concludes Marie.

Postman Ned drops 
in on a classic Lady 


JENNIFER SHELTON meets two of the stars behind the 
home-grown production of My Fair Lady to talk 
singing, dancing... and big hats! 


KEENLY awaiting the arrival of 
costumes and grappling with the last 
of their lines, a group of local actors 
- plus a dedicated theatre team - are 
adding the finishing touches to the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre’s latest 
musical , My Fair Lady. 

Normally a host for other touring 
companies, this October the Arts Theatre will 
be performing its own home-grown 
production of this much-loved classic. 

“To be producing our own show is 
fantastic,” says graduate marketing trainee, 
Erica Rees. “Last year’s in-house musical, 
Anything Goes, was a first for the Arts Theatre 
and following its success, we’ve made this 
year’s bigger, bolder and better.” 

My Fair Lady is the timeless rags-to-riches 
tale of Eliza Doolittle, the flower girl plucked 
from the gutter by phonetics master Henry 
Higgins, who attempts to pass her off as a 
lady. 

John O’Hannan, who works as a postman 


at St John’s College, plays Eliza’s father and 
true cockney geezer, Alfred P Doolittle. 

“This is a part I really wanted,” says John. 
“Whenever I go and see a show, there’s 
always a little part of me, that selfish side, 
which says: ‘now what part could I do?’ I can 
remember a long time ago I went to a niece’s 
school show. It was My Fair Lady. And as 
soon as I saw it, I thought: Alfred P Doolittle is 
for me.” 

John came to acting having spent years 
singing in bands. “When I stopped, I really 
missed being in front of audiences. This 
seemed a natural progression.” 

Fellow actor Ned Stuart-Smith is currently 
studying at Cambridge University. Blond¬ 
haired, blue-eyed and with an accent from the 
1950s, it’s easy to imagine him in his role as 


the lovestruck gent, Freddy Eynsford-Hill. 

“He’s a bit of a fop, a gent who falls in love 
with Eliza,” explains Ned. “I have a really 
beautiful song to sing - On The Street Where 
You Live - which I’m really looking forward to. 
It certainly makes an engineering degree 
much more fun.” 

Both John and Ned have been involved in a 
series of amateur shows, including Anything 
Goes last year. Ned’s other roles have, not 
unexpectedly, included several Prince 
Charmings. “I do get typecast, but I get cast, 
which is the main thing,” he laughs. 

The pair are clearly enjoying being part of 
the show, especially one with such a strong 
community feel. 

“It is a real treat,” says Ned. “Doing student 
stuff is great, but here there are so many 
people of different ages and from different 
backgrounds. There are a number of people 
who did last year too, so there are a lot of 
friendly faces.” 

Being a local show, everyone in the cast 
has a full support squad of friends and family 
who will be there to watch them on the night. 
John was tickled to see that an email had 
gone out to encourage everyone at St John’s 
College to come along. 

“The college emailed everyone to tell them 
their ‘singing postman’ would be on stage, 
and they really responded to it,” he says. “And 
for the second matinee, the entire D row is 
made up of my family.”

Many local businesses are also getting 
involved, including the hairdressers next door, 
who have been teaching the girls how to get 
the perfect ringlets. 

Ned and John talk about how excited the 
girls will be when they finally see their 
costumes, which are due to arrive this week. 
Yet I get the feeling the pair are looking forward 
to the moment just as keenly. 

“I don’t think I could get away with a cane, 
though it would be cool...” Ned imagines. 
“But what I was really hoping for was a 
lamppost to swing round. I think any love song 
in the street needs a lamppost. But it didn’t fit 
in with the set, unfortunately.” 

On performance nights, an army of theatre 
staff will be waiting in the wings with various 
items of clothing to ensure swift 
transformations between scenes. Eliza, in 
particular, has a huge wardrobe, and I’m 


reliably informed that the hats are nothing 
short of enormous. 

“Someone told me in rehearsals the other 
day that I couldn’t stand that close because 
the hat would be in the way,” Ned says. 

My Fair Lady opens tonight, when both Ned 
and John are eager to see everything finally 
come together. 

“I heard Eliza singing / Could Have Danced 
All Night the other day and it was just superb. 
It’s going to be a really good, polished show 
which will have people humming on their way 
out,” say John.

Nights draw in, but 
thieves come out 


A s the nights start to 
Z-\ draw in, it’s time to 
1 Aput away your patio 
furniture and other garden 
valuables - or at least make 
sure they're secure during 
the autumn and winter 
months. 

Insurers are advising people to 
make sure their garden sheds are 
locked and encouraging them to 
install solid gates and outdoor 
security lights. 

“Gardens are often perceived as 
the home’s largest ‘room’ and easy 
targets for would-be thieves that 
can sometimes be overlooked 
when taking out home and 
contents insurance,” says 
Margaret Slater, marketing 
manager at Congregational & 
General. 

“We want to highlight the 
importance of checking cover, as 
many policies limit cover for 
contents in the open or contained 
in out-buildings. 

“For example, some objects like 
the latest ‘must have’ expensive 
tropical plants, or even Yorkshire 
stone paving, can be enticing to 
unwanted visitors and may not be 
included in some policies.” 

Bill Seddon, managing director 
of garden security firm Gardien, 
says that despite a steady increase 
in garden theft in the last few 
years, people are learning very 
slowly about the importance of 
securing their items and reading 
the small print on their insurance 
policies. 

“It’s not just the number of 
garden thefts, but the variety of 
thefts that are on the increase -

from basics like paving stones to 
high-end garden antiques, 
expensive shrubs and trees,” he 
says. 

“Now’s the time people are 
buying expensive plants to plant 
in their garden, and they are the 
easiest things to lift.” 

Sheds are regularly being raided 
for their contents, which can be 
lucrative for thieves if you’re 
storing bikes worth £1,000-plus. 

“People are putting them in 
sheds which don’t have proper 
locks on, and are then surprised 
when things go missing,” says 
Seddon. “People housing 
expensive bikes should be asking 
the question: ‘Am I happy housing 
a £1,000 bike in a £200 shed?”’ 

No item is too big for thieves to 
snatch, he warns. Sit-on 
lawnmowers, large-scale garden 
furniture, huge barbecues and 
hefty garden ornaments have all 
been stolen. Thieves have even 
been known to roll up newly- 
turfed lawns and take them away 
to be sold on. 

Seddon’s website, www.gardien. 
co.uk, sells devices such as 
rootball anchors, which claim to 
protect plants against being 
stolen, as well as heavy-duty shed 


locks, furniture anchors, metal 
sheds and security lights. 

It also has a customised 
spreadsheet where you can make 
an inventory of the items you have 
and their value to find out how 
much your garden contents are 
actually worth. 

Most people find that they are 
vastly underinsured, says Seddon. 

“You may have to insure 
individual items. Discuss it with 
your insurance company. It may 
mean a small increase in your 
premium, but it’s worth it.” 

Make sure you check your 
insurance policy and read the 
small print. 

Different policies have different 
exclusions and limits. Some 
insurers include garden cover as 
standard, others offer it as an 
additional extra. Exclusions might 
include plants in pots, which 
could mean your prize lapanese 
maple. 

Here are some measures you 
can take to reduce the risk of your 
garden items being stolen: 

■ Plant some prickly hedges such 
as pyracantha, holly or hawthorn 
to deter thieves and add sturdy 
trellis to fence panels to make 
fences more difficult to climb over, 

■ Install a low-cost gravel 
driveway or path so that you can 
hear visitors approaching, take 
pictures of valuable items in case 
they are stolen, and write your 
postcode on items such as 
barbecues with an ultra-violet pen 
so they can be tracked, 

■ Get a decent lock for your 
garage or shed, buy some cheap 
blinds so opportunists can’t see 
what’s inside and invest in 
motion-sensitive security lights. 

■ If you have a gate to your 
garden, fix a good lock and keep it 
locked, making it as hard as 
possible for intruders to enter, and 

■ Encourage your neighbours to 
check around your property and 
keep an ear out for any unusual or 
unexpected noise from your home 
or garden when you are away. 

“Take a walk around your 
garden and think like a thief,” says 
Seddon. “Look at what’s valuable, 
what’s lying around, and don’t fall 
into the trap of thinking it’s too 
heavy to steal. Thieves walk away 
with tons of equipment. List what 
you’ve got and what it would cost 
to replace.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Chinese Lantern 

This spreading, rhizomatous, 
herbaceous perennial has 
insignificant creamy bell-shaped 
flowers in midsummer before 
inflated, papery 5cm lanterns 
emerge which turn from green to 
beige and then orange-red in 
autumn. 

They are great for including in 
flower arrangements, and should 
be cut and then dried for winter 
decorations. Plants grow to about 
60-75cm tall and 90cm across, but 
spread by suckers and need to be 
kept in check if you don’t have 
much room. 

They prefer full sun in any well- 
drained soil, although they will 
tolerate light shade.

Mazda in C02 elite 

MAZDA is one of Europe’s leading brands in 
lowering the C02 emissions of its cars, says a 
recent report by the European Federation for 
Transport and Environment. 

The report is based on the EU car C02 monitor¬ 
ing mechanism database for 2008. It analysed 14 
major car makers in Europe, and found that C02 
emissions had dropped by an average of 3.3 per 
cent per vehicle.

CHEAPER than Essex, 
more expensive than 
Norfolk is the verdict on 
garage charges in this 
part of East Anglia - and 
the cost of repairs is 
falling as the recession 
bites. 

Some may continue to 
charge £190 an hour, but 
the price dealers charge to 
fix your car is falling for the 
first time as they fight for 
customers in the credit 
crunch economy. 

After years of soaring 
prices from franchised 
dealers, the latest Warranty 
Direct labour rates survey 
shows that the average rate 
charged for an hour of a 
mechanic’s time has fallen 
by 4.8 per cent to £90.16 an 
hour in the last 12 months. 
Over the same period, 


cost of repairs drops 


cheaper independent 
workshops have recorded a 
marginal increase of 0.8 per 
cent, taking their average to 
£56.10. 

Analysis of more than 
5,000 garage charges 
nationwide suggests 
franchised dealers have to 
compete more on price 
than before, pushing 
averages down for the first 
time since Warranty Direct 
began investigating labour 
rates in 2004. 

The UK’s garage labour 
rate average, a combination 
of franchised and 
independent garages, now 
stands at £75.85 an hour. 

However, rates vary 
greatly across the country, 
with the average in Greater 
London standing at £94.44 
per hour - 54 per cent 

higher than Cornwall, 


where the figure is just 
£61.15. 

“The unsustainable 
increase in franchised 
dealer rates has hit the 
buffers,” says Warranty 
Direct’s Duncan McClure 
Fisher. “It’s like house prices 
- the way some workshops 
were increasing their 
charges year after year 
couldn’t continue. Even so, 
you could still be charged as 
much as £190 an hour if 
you’re not careful. Motorists 
should shop around for the 
best rate - there’s no need 
to be stung this badly.” 

After labour rates peaked 
at £198.86 per hour in 2008, 
the highest now stands at 
£190.35.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
